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PREFACE. 



This new Harmony of the Gospels is the outcome of teaching the 
life of Christ for a number of years in the San Francisco Theological 
Seminary. The word Harmony is really au infelicitous, term, but usage 
has employed it in a technical sense so long that it is unavoidable here. 
Those who examine this work will soon see that no attempt has been 
made in these pages to harmonize the Gospel records. The utmost 
that has been attempted has been to arrange the material chronologi- 
cally and in such a way that all the parallel passages are placed so as 
readily to show their agreements and differences. 

In teaching the life of Christ I found that foi* me at least, it was 
practically impossible satisfactorily to teach that life except by means 
of an orderly arrangement of the material which is given in the four 
Gospels. None of the existing Harmonies seemed to meet the necessi- 
ties that confronted me, and as a consequence there was nothing left for 
me to do but construct one for my classes. 'J'he use of the following 
arrangement proved to be so helpful to them, that at length after many 
and repeated tests, I now put it forth in print, hoping that it may be 
found to be of service to a still wider circle of students of that match- 
less life which grows increasingly interesting as the years which mark 
the progress of the kingdom of our Lord pass by. 

It will be noticed that the piesent work cuts loose entirely from 
the old plan of regarding the passovers as the important marks of time 
in the life of Christ. A tentative chronology is given herein. The time 
may possibly come when sufficient data shall have been obtained by 
means of which absolutely to decide when Christ was born, but that 
time has not yet come. I hav e here assumed that the birth of Christ 
took place four months orlinbre preceding^ the deatn of Herod the G reat. 
'I'hough the chronology Tiere given is based on the assumption thaTThe 
feast of John 5 : 1 was a passover, yet* I am free to confess that no one 
can absolutely prove this assumption. But though it is incapable of 
mathematical demonstration, I am none the less convinced that the pub- 
lic ministry of the Saviour embraced four passovers. The principal rea- 
son for this opinion is that the movements of the history seem to me to 
demand a period for the Galilean ministry much longer than the theory 
that there were only three passovers in Christ's public ministry permits. 

The Gospel History, or the Life of Christ, is here divided into three 
periods, namely, those of Preparation, Labor and Triumph. The first 
of these indudes all events of the history down to the baptism of Jesus.

The second, the Period of Labor, which includes the Introduction to the 
Public Ministry, the Judaean, Galilean and Perean Ministries and the 
Passion Week, carries us down to the early morning of that day which 
gave birth to the Christian hopes which center in a risen Lord. The 
Period of Triumph began with the resurrection of our Lord and in- 
cludes the events occurring during the forty days until the Ascension — 
and, indeed, still continues and will continue until He is universally ac- 
knowledged to be King of kings and Lord of lords. 

The American Standard Edition of the Revised Bible is here used, 
since it is the English translation which most closely approximates the 
original text. The Revisers* footnotes are likewise given, embodying, 
as they do, all of the various readings which may lay any good claim to 
consideration. 

It has been my object to show as clearly as possible at a glance the 
parallelisms and individual peculiarities of the several Gospel narratives. 
Where any given section is found in only one Gospel, it is permitted to 
extend across the whole page (see Sec. 1, etc.). But where any parallel 
matter occurs, four separate columns have been maintained, whether 
there be matter for each column or not. By consistently following this 
plan one can readily see which Gospels have and which have not any 
matter iu any given section and how that matter corresponds. This 
device makes the comparison of the four Gospels very easy, and is con- 
sidered by the author as constituting the feature which is likely to give 
the greatest value to his work. 

I see no reason for impugning Luke*s statement that he " having 
traced the course of all things accurately from the first " wrote " in 
order." In several cases Luke groups events, but his material is over- 
whelmingly chronological. The Great Interpolation (9:51-18:14) I 
have assigned to the Perean Ministry, with the exception of 9 : 57-62 
(Sec. 54) and 11:14-36 (Sec. 50). A careful study of the parallel 
passages in Matthew and Mark has led me to follow the latter in their 
placing of this matter. That this whole section is not simply a coDec- 
tion of sayings and events which Luke did not know where to locate is 
evident from the fact that in it the evangelist clearly indicates the three 
last journeys of our Saviour to Jerusalem. These journeys were doubt- 
less to the feasts of Tabernacles (9:51) and of Dedication (13 : 22) and 
to the last Passover (17:11). According to John the last journey 
began at Ephraim (John 11 : 54), from whence Jesus evidently crossed 
Samaria to the border-line between Samaria and Galilee where he turned 
east (Luke 17 : 11) , thus joining the crowds of people who were on their 
way to the Passover. The absence of this section from Matthew and 
Mark certainly does not arise from their ignorance of it, as is plain 
from their reference to the movements of Jesus, Mt. 19:1; Mk. 10:1 
(see Sees. 79 and 97) . 

Another word as to the chronology. Should future research bring 
scholars to unity with reference to the year of our Lord's birth and the 
subsequent dates, that fact would not affect the arrangement of the ma- 
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terial. The author offers the present arrangement as the one which to 
him seems most consistent with the Gospel narrative and which has 
ah-eady been helpful to some persons, hoping that others may find it so. 
Of course, no discussion could enter here as to the origin and composition 
of the Gospels, for such would belong to work of another class. It may 
possibly not be amiss for me to affirm my full belief in the credibility 
and historicity of the contents of the four Gospels herein presented.

6 And they were both righteous before God, 
walking in all the commandments and ordinances of the Lord blameless.

48 Nathanael saith unto him, Whence 
knowest thou me? Jesus answered and said unto him, Before Philip called thee, 
when thou wast under the fig tree, I saw thee. 49 Nathanael answered him. 
Rabbi, thou art the Son of God; thou art King of Israel. 50 Jesus answered 
and said unto him.

8 And he saith unto them, Draw out now, and bear 
unto the ^ ruler of the feast. And they bare it. 9 And when the ruler of the 
feast tasted the water ^now become wine, and knew not whence it was (but the 
servants that had drawn the water knew), the ruler of the feast calleth the 
bridegroom, 10 and saith unto him. Every man setteth on first the good wine; 
and when men have drunk freely, then that which is worse: thou hast kept the 
good wine until now. 11 This beginning; of his signs did Jesus in Cana of Galilee, 
and manifested his glory; and his disciples believed on him. 

12 After this he went down to Capernaum, he, and his mother, and his breth- 
ren, and his disciples; and there they abode not many days.

13 And no one hath ascended into heaven, but he that ciescended out 
of heaven, even the Son of man, ^who is in heaven. 14 And as Moses lifted up 
the serpent in the wildornoss, even so must the Son of man be lifted up; 15 that 
whosoever **l>olieveth may in him have eternal life. 

10 For God so loved the world, that he gave his only begotten Son, that who- 
soever helieveth on him should not perish, but have eternal life. 17 For God 
sent not the Son into the world to judge the world; but that the world should 
be saved through him. 18 He that helieveth on him is not judged: he that 
helieveth not hath been judged already, because he hath not believed on the 
name of the only begotten Son of God. 19 And this is the judgment, that the 
light is come into the workl, and men loved the darkness rather than the light; 
for their works were evil. 20 For every one that ^doeth evil hateth the light, 
and cometh not to the light, lest his works should be ^reproved. 21 But he tnat

Jesus therefore, being wearied with his 
journey, sat ^thus by the ^well. It was about the sixth hour. 7 There cometh 
a woman of Samaria to draw water: Jesus saith unto her, Give me to drink. 
8 For his disciples were gone away into the city to buy food. 9 The Samaritan 
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woman therefore saith unto him, How is it that thou, being a Jew, askest drink 
of me, who am a Samaritan woman? ('For Jews have no dealings with Samari- 
tans.) 10 Jesus answered and said unto her. If thou knewest the gift of God, 
and who it is that saith to thee. Give me to drink; thou wouldest have asked 
of him, and he would have given thee living water. 11 The woman saith unto 
him, *Sir, thou hast nothing to draw with, and the well is deep: whence then 
hast thou that living water? 12 Art thou greater than our fatner Jacob, who 
gave us the well, and drank thereof himself, and his sons, and his cattle? 13 Jesus 
answered and said unto her. Every one that drinketh of this water shall thirst 
again: 14 but whosoever drinketh of the water that I shall give him shall never 
thirst; but the water that I shall give him shall become in him a well of water 
springing up unto eternal life. 15 The woman saith unto him, *Sir, give me this 
water, that I thirst not, neither come all the way hither to draw. 16 Jesus 
saith unto her. Go, call thy husband, and come hither. 17 The woman an- 
swered and said unto him, I have no husband. Jesus saith unto her. Thou 
saidst well, I have no husband: 18 for thou hast had five husbands; and he whom 
thou now hast is not thy husband: this hast thou said truly. 19 The woman 
saith unto him, *Sir, I perceive that thou art a prophet. 20 Our fathers wor- 
shipped in this mountain; and ye say, that in Jerusalem is the place where men 
ougnt to worship. 21 Jesus saith unto her. Woman, believe me, the hour 
Cometh, when neither in this mountain, nor in Jerusalem, shall ye worship the 
Father. 22 Ye worship that which ye know not: we worship that whicn we 
know; for salvation is from the Jews. 23 But the hour cometh, and now is, 
when 'the true worshippers shall worship the Father in spirit and truth: ^for 
such doth the Father seek to be his worshippers. 24 *God is a Spirit: and they 
that worship him must worship in spirit ana truth. 25 The woman saith unto 
him, I know that Messiah cometh (he that is called Christ): when he is 
come, he will declare unto us all things. 26 Jesus saith unto her, I that speak 
unto thee am he. 

27 And upon this came his disciples; and they marvelled that he was speaking 
with a woman; yet no man said. What seekest thou? or. Why speakest thou 
with her? 28 So the woman left her waterpot, and went away into the city, 
and saith to the people, 29 Come, see a man, who told me all tlungs that ever I 
did: can this be tne Christ? 30 They went out of the city, and were coming to 
him. 31 In the mean while the disciples prayed him, saying. Rabbi, eat. 32 But 
he said unto them, I have meat to eat that ye know not. 33 The disciples 
therefore said one to another. Hath any man brought him aught to eat? 34 Jesus 
saith unto them, My meat is to do the will of him that sent me, and to accom- 
plish his work. 35 Say not ye. There are yet four months, and then cometh 
the harvest? behold, I say unto you. Lift up your eyes, and look on the fields, 
that they are ^white already unto harvest. 36 He that reapeth receiveth 
wages, and gathereth fruit unto life eternal; that he that soweth and he that 
reapeth may rejoice together. 37 For herein is the sayino; true, One soweth, 
and another reapeth. 38 I sent you to reap that whereon ye ha^'e not labored: 
others have labored, and ye are entered into their labor. 

39 And from that city many of the Samaritans believed on him because of 
the word of the woman, who testified, He told me all thinqs that ever I did. 
40 So when the Samaritans came unto him, they besought him to abide with 
them: and he abode there two days. 41 And many more belijved because of 
his word; 42 and they said to the woman. Now we oelieve, not because of thy 
speaking: for we have heard for ourselves, and know that this is indeed the 
Saviour of the world.

Caper- 
naum. 

John 6: 22-7: 1. 

22 On the morrow the multitude that stood on the other side of the sea saw 
that there was no other ^boat there, save one, and that Jesus entered not with 
his disciples into the boat, but that his disciples went away alone 23 (howbeit 
there came ^ boats from Tiberias nigh unto the place where they ate the bread 
after the Lord had given thanks): 24 when the multitude therefore saw that 
Jesus was not there, neither his disciples, they themselves got into the ^ boats, 
and came to Caj>emaum, seeking Jesus. 25 And when they found him on the 
other side of the sea, they said unto him, Rabbi, when camest thou hither? 

26 Jesus answered them and said, Verily, verily, I say unto you. Ye seek me, 
not because ye saw signs, but because ye ate of the loaves, and were filled.

Oct. 11, 29 A. D. 

John 7: 11-52. 

11 The Jews therefore sought him at the feast, and said, Where is he? 12 And 
there was much munnuring amoiij? the multitudes concerning him: some said, 
He is a good man; others said, Not so, but he leadeth the multitude astray. 
13 Yet no man spake openly of him for fear of the Jews. 

14 But when it was now the midst of the feast Jesus went up into the temple, 
and taught. 15 The Jews therefore marvelled, saying, How knoweth this man 
letters, having never learned? 16 Jesus therefore answered them^ and said, 
My teaching is not mine, but his that sent me. 17 If any man willeth to do 
his will, he shall know of the teaching, whether it is of God, or whether I speak 
from myself. 18 He that speaketh from himself seeketh his. own glory: but he 
that seeketh the glory of him that sent him, the same is true, and no unrighteous- 
ness is in him. 19 Did not Moses give you the law, and yet none of you doeth 
the law? Why seek ye to kill me? 20 The multitude answered. Thou hast a 
demon: who seeketh to kill thee? 21 Jesus answered and said unto them, I 
did one work, and ye all marvel because thereof. 22 Moses hath given you 
circumcision (not that it is of Moses, but of the fathers); and on the s^bath 
ye circumcise a man. 23 If a man receiveth circumcision on the sabbath, that 
the law of Moses may not be broken; are ye wroth with me, because I made *a 
man every whit whole on the sabbath? 24 Judge not according to appear- 
ance, but judge righteous judgment. 

25 Some therefore of them of Jerusalem said, Is not this he whom they seek 
to kill? 26 And lo, he speaketh openly, and they say nothing unto him. Can 
it be that the rulers indeed know that this is the Christ? 27 Howbeit we know 
this man whence he is: but when the Christ cometh, no one knoweth whence 
he is. 28 Jesus therefore cried in the temple, teaching and saying. Ye both 
know me, and know whence I am; and I am not come of myself, but he that 
sent me is tnie, whom ve know not. 29 I know him; because I am from him, 
and he sent me. 30 They sought therefore to take him: and no man laid his 
hand on him, !>ecause his hour was not yet come. 31 But of the multitude 
man}' !>elievo(l on him; and they said, When the Christ shall come, will he do 
more siijns than those which this man hath done? 32 The Pharisees heard 
the muhitude murmuring these things concerning him; and the chief priests 
and the Pharisees sent officers to take him. 33 J(«us therefore said, Yet a 
little while am I with you, and I go unto him that sent me. 34 Ye shall seek 
me, and shall not find me: and where I am, ye cannot come. 35 The Jews 
therefore said among themselves. Whither will this man go that we shall not 
find him? will he go unto the I)isj>ersion 'among the Greeks, and teach the 
Greeks? 36 What is this word that he said. Ye shall seek me, and shall not 
find me; and where I ^m, ye cannot come? 

37 Now on the last day, the great day of the feast, Jesus stood and cried, 
saying. If any man thirst, let him come unto me and drink. 38 He that be- 
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lieveth on me, as the scripture hath said, ^from within him shall flow rivers 
of living water. 39 But tnis spake he of the Spirit, which they that believed 
on him were to receive: *for the Spirit was not yet given; because Jesus was 
not yet glorified. 40 Some of the multitude therefore, when they heard these 
words, said. This is of a truth the prophet. 41 Others said, This is the Christ. 
But some said, What, doth the Christ come out of Galilee? 42 * Hath not the 
scripture said that the Christ cometh of the seed of David, and from Bethlehem, 
the village where David was? 43 So there arose a division in the multitude 
because of him. 44 And some of them would have taken him; but no man 
laid hands on him. 

45 The officers therefore came to the chief priests and Pharisees; and they 
said unto them. Why did ye not bring him? 46 The officers answered, Never 
man so spake. 47 The Pharisees therefore answered them, Are ye also led 
astray? 48 Hath any of the rulers believed on him, or of the Pharisees? 49 But 
this multitude that knoweth not the law are accursed. 50 Nicodemus saith 
unto them (he that came to him before, being one of them), 51 Doth our law 
judge a man, except it first hear from himself and know what he doeth? 52 They 
answered and said unto him, Art thou also of Galilee? Search, and 'see that 
out of Galilee ariseth no prophet.

[53 ^And they went every man unto his own house: 1 but Jesus went unto the 

8 mount of Olives. 2 And early in the morning he came again into the tem- 
ple, and all the people came unto him; and he sat down, and taught them. 
3 And the scribes and the Pharisees bring a woman taken in adultery; and hav- 
ing set her in the midst, 4 they say unto him, Teacher, this woman hath been 
taken in adultery, in the very act. 5 ^Now in the law Moses commanded us 
to stone such : what then say est thou of her? 6 And this they said, trying him, 
that they might have whereof to accuse him. But Jesus stooped down, and 
with his finger wrote on the ground. 7 But when they continued asking him, 
he lifted up himself, and said unto them. He that is without sin among you, 
let him first cast a stone at her. 8 And again he stooped down, and with his 
finger wrote on the ground. 9 And they, when they heard it, went out one 
by one, beginning from the eldest, even unto the last: and Jesus was left alone, 
and the woman, where she was, in the midst. 10 And Jesus lifted up himself, 
and said unto her, Woman, where are they? did no man condemn thee? 11 And 
she said, No man, Lord. And Jesus said, Neither do I condemn thee: go thy 
wav; from henceforth sin no more.]

life. 13 The Pharisees therefore said unto him, Thou bearest witness of thy- 
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John 8: 12-59. 

and ye dishonor me. 50 But I seek not mine own glory: there is one that seeketh 
and judgeth. 51 Vertly, verily, I say unto you, If a man keep my word, he 
shall never see death. 52 The Jews said unto him, Now we know that thou 
hast a demon. Abraham died, and the prophets; and thou sayest. If a man 
keep my word, he shall never taste of death. 53 Art thou greater than our 
father Abraham, who died? and the prophets died: whom makest thou thy- 
self? 54 Jesus answered. If I glorify myself, my glory is nothing: it is my 
Father that glorifieth me; of whom ye say, that he is your God; 55 and ye have 
not known him: but I know him; and if I should say, I know him not, I shall 
be like unto you, a liar: but I know him, and keep his word. 56 Your father 
Abraham rejoiced ^°to see my day; and he saw it, and was glad. 57 The Jews 
therefore said unto him, Thou art not yet fifty years old, and hast thou seen 
Abraham? 58 Jesus said unto them. Verily, verily, I say unto you, Before 
Abraham was bom, I am. 59 They took up stones therefore to cast at him: 
but Jesus ^^ hid himself, and went out of the temple.^^

§ 83. The Man Born Blind healed. Jerusalem. 

John 9: 1-41. 

9 And as he passed by, he saw a man blind from his birth. 2 And his dis- 
ciples asked him, saying. Rabbi, who sinned, this man, or his parents, that 
he should be bom blind? 3 Jesus answered. Neither did this man sin, nor his 
parents: but that the works of God should be made manifest in him. 4 We 
must work the works of him that sent me, while it is day: the night cometh, 
when no man can work. 5 When I am in the world, I am the light of the world. 
6 When he had thus spoken, he spat on the ground, and made clay of the spittle, 
^ and anointed his eyes with the clay, 7 and said unto him. Go, wash in the pool 
of Siloam (which is by interpretation, Sent). He went away therefore, and 
washed, and came seeing. 8 The neighbors therefore, and they that saw him 
aforetime, that he was a beggar, said. Is not this he that sat and begged? 9 Others 
said. It is he: others said, No, but he is like him. He said, I am he. 10 They 
said therefore unto him. How then were thine eyes opened? 11 He answered, 
The man that is called Jesus made clay, and anointed mine eyes, and said imto 
me. Go to Siloam, and wash: so I went away and washed, and I received sight. 
12 And they said unto him, Whare is he? He saith, I know not. 

13 They bring to the Pharisees him that aforetime was blind. 14 Now it 
was the sabbath on the day when Jesus made the clay, and opened his eyes. 

15 Again therefore the Pharisees also asked him how he received his sight. 
And he said unto them, He put clay upon mine eyes, and I washed, and I see. 

16 Some therefore of the Pharisees said, This man is not from God, because 
he keepeth not the sabbath. But others said. How can a man that is a sinner 
do such signs? And there was a division among them. 17 They say there- 
fore unto the blind man again, What sayest thou of him, in that he opened 
thine eyes? And he said. He is a prophet. 18 The Jews therefore did not 
believe concerning him, that he had been blind, and had received his sight, 
until they -called the parents of him that had received his sight, 19 and asked 
them, saying, Is this your son, who ye say was bom blind? how then doth he 
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now see? 20 His parents answered and said, We know that this is our son, 
and that he was born blind: 21 but how he now seeth, we know not; or who 
opened his eyes, we know not: ask him; he is of age; he shall speak for himself. 
22 These things said his parents, because they feared the Jews: for the Jews 
had agreed already, that if any man should confess him to be Christ, he should 
be put out of the synagogue. 23 Therefore said his parents, He is of age; ask 
him. 24 So they called a second time the man that was blind, and said unto 
him. Give glory to God: we know that this man is a sinner. 25 He therefore 
answered. Whether he is a sinner, I know not: one thing I know, that, whereas 
I was blind, now I see. 26 They said therefore unto him. What did he to thee? 
how opened he thine eyes? 27 He answered them, I told you even now, and 
ye did not hear; wherefore would ye hear it again? would ye also become his 
disciples? 28 And they reviled him, and said. Thou art his disciple; but we 
we are disciples of Moses. 29 We know that God hath spoken unto Moses: 
but as for tnis man, we know not whence he is. 30 The man answered and 
said unto them, Why, herein is the marvel, that ye know not whence he is, 
and yet he opened mme eyes. 31 We know that God heareth not sinners: but 
if any man be a worshipper of God, and do his will, him he heareth. 32 Since 
the world began it was never heard that any one opened the eyes of a man bom 
blind. 33 If this man were not from God, he could do nothing. 34 They an- 
swered and said unto him, Thou wast altogether bom in sins, and dost thou 
teach us? And they cast him out. 

35 Jesus heard that they had cast him out; and finding him, he said. Dost 
thou believe on ^ the Son of God? 36 He answered and said. And who is he. 
Lord, that I may believe on him? 37 Jesus said unto him. Thou hast both seen 
him, and he it is that speaketh with thee. 38 And he said. Lord, I believe. 
And he ' worshipped him. 39 And Jesus said. For judgment came I into this 
world, that they that see not may see; and that they that see may become 
blind. 40 Those of the Pharisees who were with him heard these things, and 
said unto him. Are we also blind? 41 Jesus said unto them. If ye were blind, 
ye would have no sin: but now ye say. We see: your sin remaineth.

He that entereth not by the door into 
J_ \J the fold of the sheep, but climbeth up some other way, the same is a thief 
and a robber. 2 But he that entereth in by the door is ^ the shepherd of the 
sheep. 3 To him the porter opeiieth; and the sheep hear his voice: and he calleth 
his own sheep by name, and leadetli them out. 4 When h(^ hath put forth all 
his own, he goeth before them, and the sheep follow him: for they know his 
voice. 5 And a stranger will they not follow, but will flee from him: for they 
know not the voice of strangers. (> This ■Sparable spake Jesus unto them: but 
they luiderslood not what tilings they were wliich he spake unto them. 

7 Jesus therefore said luito tliem again, V(»rily, verily, I say unto you, I am 
the door of the slieep. S All that came -"^ before me are thieves and robbers: 
but. the sheep did not hear them. 9 I am the (ioor; bv me if any man enter 
HI. he shall be saved, and shall go in and go out, and shall fintl pasture. 10 The 
thief Cometh not, but that he may steal, and kill, and destroy: I came that 
they may have life, and may *have it abundantly. 11 1 am the good shepherd: 
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the good shepherd layeth down his life for the sheep. 12 He that is a hireling, 
and not a shepherd, whose own the sheep are not, beholdeth the wolf coming, 
and leaveth the sheep, and fleeth, and the wolf snatcheth them, and scattereth 
them: 13 he fleeth because he is a hireling, and careth not for the sheep. 14 I 
am the good shepherd; and I know mine own, and mine own know me, 15 even 
as the Father knoweth me, and I know the Father; and I lay down my life for 
the sheep. 16 And other sheep I have, which are not of this fold: them also 
I must * bring, and they shall hear my voice; and ^they shall become one flock, 
one shepherd. 17 Therefore doth the Father love me, because I lay down my 
life, that I may take it again. 18 No one "^taketh it away from me, but I lay 
it down of myself. I have ^ power to lay it down, and I have * power to take 
it again. This commandment received I from my Father. 

19 There arose a division again among the Jews because of these words. 

20 And many of them said. He hath a demon, and is mad; why hear ye him? 

21 Others said. These are not the sayings of one possessed with a demon. Can 
a demon open the eyes of the blind?

Sidon, which were done in you, they would have repented long ago, sitting in 
sackcloth and ashes. 14 But it shall be more tolerable for Tyre and Sidon in 
the judgment, than for you. 15 And thou, Capernaum, shalt thou be exalted 
unto heaven? thou shalt be brought down unto Hades.

25 And behold, a certain lawyer stood up and made trial of him, sa3dng, 
Teacher, what shall I do to inherit eternal life? 26 And he said imto him, 
What is written in the law? how readest thou? 27 And he answering said, 
^ Thou shall love the Lord the God ^ with all thy heart, and with all thy soul, 
and with all thv strength, and with all thy mind; * and thy neighbor as thyself. 
28 And he said unto him. Thou hast answered right: this do, and thou shalt 
live.

39 And the Lord said 
unto him, Now ye the Pharisees cleanse the outside of the cup and of the platter;

for ye load men with burdens grievous to he borne, and ye yourselves touch 
not the burdens with one of your fingers. 47 Woe unto you! for ye build tho 
tombs of the prophets, and your fathers killed them. 48 So ye are witnesses 
and consent unto the works of your fathers : for they killed them, and ye build 
their tombs. 49 Therefore also said the wisdom of God, I will send unto them 
prophets and apostles; and some of them they shall kill and persecute; 50 that 
the blood of all the prophets, which was shed from the foundation of the world 
may be required of this generation; 51 from the blood of Abel unto the blood 
of Zachariah, who perished between the altar and the * sanctuary: yea, I say 
unto you, it shall be required of this generation. 52 Woe unto you lawyers! 
for ye took away the key of knowledge: ye entered not in yourselves, and them 
that were entering in ye hindered.

Luke 12: 1-59. 

-j Q In the mean time, when ^ the many thousands of the multitude were 
JL ^ gather^ together, insomuch tliat they trod one upon another, he began 
to ^say unto his disciples first of all. Beware )'e of the leaven of the Pharisees, 
which is hypocrisy. 2 Bub there is nothing covered up, that shall not be re- 
vealed; and hid, that shall not be known. 3 Wherefore whatsoever ye have 
said in the darkness shall be heard in the Ught; and what ve have spoken in 
the ear in the inner chamber shall be proclaimed upon the housetops. 4 And 
I say unto you my friends, Be not afraid of them that kill the body, and after 
that have no more that they can do. 5 But I will warn you whom ye shall 
fear: Fear him, who after he hath killed hath ^ power to cast into *hell; yesi, I 
say unto you, Fear him.

7 But the ver}^ hairs of your 
head are all numbered. Fear not: ye are of more value than many sparrows. 
8 And I say unto you. Every one who shall confess ^me before men, 'him shall 
the Son of man also confess Ijofore the angels of God: 9 but he that denieth 
me in the presence of men shall be denied in the presence of the angels of God. 
10 And every one who shall epeak a word against the Son of man, it shall be 
forgiven him* but unto him that blasphemoth against the Holy Spirit it shall 
not be forgiven. 11 And when they ]:)ring you before the synagopies, and 
the rulers, and the authorities, be not anxious how or what ye shall answer, 
or what ye shall say: 12 for the Holy Spirit shall teach you in that very hour 
what ye ought to say. 

13 And one out of the multitude said unto him. Teacher, bid my brother 
divide the inheritance with mo. 14 But he said unto him, Man, who made 
me a judge or a divider over you? 15 And he said unto them. Take heed, and 
keep vourselvos from all covetousness : 'for a man's life consisteth not in the 
abundance of the things which he possosseth. 1() And he ST)ake a parable unto 
them, sayinir, The ground of a certain rich man brought forth plentifully: 17 and 
he reasoned within himself, saying. What shall I do, l)ecause I have not where 
to bcfi'tow my fruits? IS And he said, Tliis will I do: I will pull down my bams, 
and l)uild greater; and there will I bestow all my grain and my goods. 10 Ana 
I will say to my ''soul, **Soul, thou hast much goods laid up for numy years; 
take thine o.-ise, eat, drink, bo niorrv. 20 But God said unto him. Thou foolish 
one, this night ®is thv "soul re(|uired of then; and the things which thou hast 
prepared, whose shall they be? 21 So is he that layeth up treasure for him- 
self, and is not rich toward God. 

22 And he said unto his disci])les. Therefore I say unto you, Be not anxious 
for your *"life, what ye shall eat; nor yet for your body, what ye shall put on. 
23 For the '"life is more than the food, and the body than the raiment. 24 Con- 
sider the ravens, that they sow not, neither r(»ap: which have no store-chamber 
nor bani; and God ftHMleth them: of how much more value are ye than the birdsl 
25 And which of you by being anxious can add a cubit unto "the measure of 
his life? 20 If then ve are not al)l(» to do evc^n that which is least, why are ye 
anxious concerning the rest? 27 Consider the lilies, how they grow: they t^ 
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not, neither do they spin; yet I say unto you, Even Solomon in all his glory 
was not arrayed like one of these. 28 But if God doth so clothe the grass in 
the field, which to-day is, and to-morrow is cast into the oven; how much more 
shall he clothe you, O ye of little faith? 29 And seek not ye what ye shall eat, 
and what ye shall drink, neither be ye of doubtful mind. 30 For all these 
things do the nations of the world seek after: but your Father knoweth that 
ye have need of these things. 31 Yet seek ye "his kingdom, and these things 
shall be added unto you. 32 Fear not, little flock; for it is your Father's good 
pleasure to give you the kingdom. 33 Sell that which ye have, and give alms; 
make for yourselves purses which wax not old, a treasure in the heavens that 
faileth not, where no thief draweth near, neither moth destroyeth. 34 For 
where your treasure is, there will your heart be also. 

35 Let your loins be girded about, and your lamps burning; 36 and be ye 
yourselves like unto men looking for their lord, when he shall return from the 
marriage feast; that, when lie cometh and knocketh, they may straightway 
open unto him. 37 Blessed are those " servants, whom the lord when he cometn 
snail find watching: verily I say unto you, that he shall gird himself, and make 
them sit down to meat, and shall come and serve them. 38 And if he shall 
come in the second watch, and if in the third, and find them so, blessed are those 
servants. 39 **But know this, that if the master of the house had known in 
what hour the thief was coming, he would have watched, and not have left 
his house to be "broken through. 40 Be ye also ready: for in an hour that 
ye think not the Son of man cometh. 

41 And Peter said. Lord, speakest thou this parable unto us, or even unto all? 
42 And the Lord said. Who then is ^•the faithful and wise steward, whom his 
lord shall set over his household, to give them their portion of food in due sea- 
son? 43 Blessed is that ^^ servant, whom his lord when he cometh shall find 
so doing. 44 Of a truth I say unto you, that he will set him over all that he 
hath. 45 But if that "servant shall say in his heart. My lord delayeth his 
coming; and shall begin to beat the menservants and the maidservants, and 
to eat and drink, and to be drunken; 46 the lord of that "servant shall come 
in a day when he expecteth not, and in an hour when he knoweth not, and 
shall "cut him asunder, and appoint his portion with the unfaithful. 47 And 
that "servant, who knew his lord's will, and made not ready, nor did accord- 
ing to his will, shall be beaten with many stripes; 48 but &e thac knew not, 
and did things worthy of stripes, shall be beaten with few stripes. And to 
whomsoever much is given, of him shall much be required: and to whom they 
commit much, of him will they ask the more. 

49 I came to cast fire upon the earth; and "what do I desire, if it is already 
kindled? 50 But I have a baptism to be baptized with; and how am I strait- 
ened till it be accomplished! 51 Think ye that I am come to give peace in the 
earth? I tell you, ^Iay; but rather division: 52 for there shall be from hence- 
forth five in one house divided, three against two, and two against three. 53 They 
shall be divided, father against son, and son against father; mother against 
daughter, and daughter against her mother; mother in law against her daughter 
in law, and daughter in law against her mother in law. 

54 And he said to the multitudes also, When ye see a cloud rising in the west, 
straightway ye say.

58 For 
as thou art going with thine adversary before the magistrate, on the way give 
diligence to be quit of him; lest haply he drag thee unto the judge, and the 
judge shall deliver thee to the ^'officer, and the *^ officer shall cast thee into

Father, I have sinned 
against heaven, and in thy sight: 19 I am no more worthy to be called thy son: 
make me as one of thy hired servants. 20 And he arose, and came to his father. 
But while he was yet afar off, his father saw him, and was moved with compas- 
sion, and ran, and fell on his neck, and * kissed him. 21 And the son said unto 
him. Father, I have sinned against heaven, and in thy sight: I am no more 
worthy to be called thy son'. 22 But the father said to his 'servants. Bring 
forth quickly the best robe, and put it on him; and put a ring on his hand, and 
shoes on his feet: 23 and bring the fatted calf, and kill it, and let us eat, and 
make merry: 24 for this my son was dead, and is alive again; he was lost, and 
is found. And they began to be merry. 25 Now his elder son was in the field: 
and as he came and drew nigh to the house, he heard music and dancing. 26 And 
he called to him one of the servants, and inquired what these things might be. 
27 And he said unto him. Thy brother is come; and thy father hath killed the 
fatted calf, because he hath received him safe and sound. 28 But he was 
angry, and would not go in : and his father came out, and entreated him. 29 But 
he answered and said to his father, Lo, these many years do I serve thee, and 
I never transgressed a commandment of thine; and yet thou never gavest me 
a kid, that I might make merry with my friends: 30 but when this thy son 
came, who hath devoured thy living with harlots, thou killedst for him the 
fatted calf.

-j /ZJ And he said also unto the disciples. There was a certain rich man, 
J_0 who had a steward; and the same was accused unto him that he was 
wasting his goods. 2 And he called him, and said unto him. What is this that 
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Luke 16:1-31. 



I hear of thee? render the account of thy stewardship; for thou canst be no 
longer steward. 3 And the steward said within himself, What shall I do, seeing 
that my lord taketh away the stewardship from me? I have not strength to 
dig; to beg I am ashamed. 4 I am resolved what to do, that, when I am put 
out of the stewardship, they may receive me into their houses. 5 And calling 
to him each one of his lord's debtors, he said to the first, How much owcst thou 
unto my lord? 6 And he said, A hundred * measures of oil. And he said unto 
him. Take thy ^bond, and sit down quickly and write fifty. 7 Then said he 
to anotlier. And how much owest thou? And he said, A hundred ^measures 
of wheat. He saith unto him. Take thy 'bond, and write fourscore. 8 And 
liis lord commended *the unrighteous steward because he had done wisely: 
for the sons of this ^ world are for their own generation wiser than the sons of 
the light. 9 And I say unto you. Make to yourselves friends 'by means of 
the mammon of unrighteousness; that, when it shall fail, they may receive 
you into the eternal tabernacles. 10 He that is faithful in a very little is faith- 
ful also in much: and he that is unrighteous in a very little is unrighteous also 
in much, 1 1 If therefore ye have not been faithful in the unrighteous mammon, 
who will commit to your trust the true riches? 12 And if ye have not been 
faithful in that which is another's, who will give you that which is ^your own? 
13 No * servant can serve two masters: for either he vnH hate the one, and love 
the other; or else he will hold to one, and despise the other. Ye cannot serve 
God and mammon. 

14 And the Pharisees, who were lovers of monev, heard all these things; and 
they scoffed at him. 15 And he said unto them, 1fe are they that justify your- 
selves in the sight of men; but God knoweth your hearts: for that which is 
exalted among men is an abomination in the sight of God. 16 The law and 
the prophets were until John: from that time the "gospel of the kingdom of 
God is preached, and every man entereth violently into it. 17 But it is easier 
for heaven and earth to pass away, than for one tittle of the law to faU. 

18 Every one that putteth away his wife, and marrieth another, committeth 
adultery: and he that marrieth one that is put away from a husband com- 
mitteth adultery. 

19 Now there was a certain rich man, and he was clothed in purple and fine 
linen, ^° faring sumptuously every day: 20 and a certain beggar named Lazarus 
was laid at his gate, full of sores, 21 and desiring to })e fed with the crumbs that 
fell from the rich man's ta!)le; yea, even the dogs came and licked his sores. 
22 And it came to pass, that the beggar died, and tliat he was carried away 
by the auijels into Al)raham's bosom: and the rich man also died, and was 
buried. 23 And in Hades he lifted up his eyes, being in torments, and seeth 
Al)raham afar off, and Lazarus in his bosom. 24 And he cried and said, Father 
Abraham, have mercy on me, and send Lazarus, that he may dip the tip of his 
finsjer in water, and cool my tongue; for I am in antniish in this name. 25 But 
Abraham sjiid, ^^Son. remember that thou in thy lifetime receivedst thy good 
things, and Larazus in like manner evil thinjrs: but now here he is comforted, 
and thou art in ansrinsh. 20 And ^^ besides all this, between us and you there 
is a great gulf fixed, that they that would pass from hence to you may not be 
able, and that none may cross over from thence to us. 27 And he said, I pray 
thee therefore, father, that thou wouldst send him to my father's house; 28 for 
I have five brethren; that he may tej?tify unto them, lest they also come into 
this place of torment. 29 Hut Abraham saith. They have Moses and the proph- 
ets; let them hear them. 30 And he said, Nay, father Abraham: but if one go 
to them from the dead, they will repent. 31 And he said unto him, If they 
hear not Moses and the prophets, neither will they be persuaded, if one 
from the dead.

3 The sisters therefore sent unto him, saying. Lord, behold, he whom thou 
lovest is sick. 4 But when Jesus heard it, he said, This sickness is not unto 
death, but for the glory of God, that the Son of God may be glorified thereby. 
5 Now Jesus loved Martha, and her sister, and Lazarus. 6 When therefore he 
heard that he was sick, he abode at that time two days in the place where he 
was. 7 Then after this he saith to the disciples. Let us go into Judsea again. 
8 The disciples say unto him. Rabbi, the Jews were but now seeking to stone 
thee ; and goest thou thither again? 9 Jesus answered, Are there not twelve 
hours in the day? If a man walk in the day, he stumbleth not, because he 
seeth the light of this world. 10 But if a man walk in the night, he stumbleth, 
because the light is not in him. 11 These things spake he: and after this he 
saith unto them. Our friend Lazarus is fallen asleep; but I go, that I may 
awake him out of sleep. 12 The disciples therefore said unto him, Lord, if he 
is fallen asleep, he will * recover. 13 Now Jesus had spoken of his death: but 
they thought that he spake of taking rest in sleep. 14 Then Jesus therefore

said unto them plainly, Lazarus is dead. 15 And I am glad for your sakes that 
I was not there, to the intent ye may believe; nevertheless let us go unto him. 
16 Thomas therefore, who is called ^Didymus, said unto his fellow-disciples. 
Let us also go, that we may die with him. 

17 So when Jesus came, he found that he had been in the tomb four days 
already. 18 Now Bethany was nigh unto Jerusalem, about fifteen furlongs 
off; 19 and many of the Jews had come to Martha and Mary, to console them 
concerning their brother. 20 Martha therefore, when she heard that Jesus 
was coming, went and met him: but Mary still sat in the house. 21 Martha 
therefore said unto Jesus, Lord, if thou hadst been here, my brother had not 
died. 22 And even now I know that, whatsoever thou shalt ask of God, God 
will give thee. 23 Jesus saith unto her. Thy brother shall rise again. 24 Martha 
saith unto him, I know that he shall rise again in the resurrection at the last day. 
25 Jesus said unto her, I am the resurrection, and the life: he that believeth on 
me, though he die, yet shall he live; 26 and whosoever liveth and believeth on 
me shall never die. Believest thou this? 27 She saith unto him. Yea, Lord: 
I have believed that thou art the Christ, the Son of God, even he that cOmeth 
into the world. 28 And when she had said this, she went away, and called 
Mary ' her sister secretly, saying, The Teacher is here, and calleth thee. 29 And 
she, when she heard it, arose quickly, and went unto him. 30 (Now Jesus was 
not yet come into the village, but was still in the place where Martha met him.) 
31 The Jews then who were with her in the house, and were consoling her, when 
they saw Mary, that she rose up quickly and went out, followed her, supposing 
that she was going unto the tomb to * weep there. 32 Mary therefore, when 
she came where Jesus was, and saw him, fell down at his feet, saying unto him. 
Lord, if thou hadst been here, my brother had not died. 33 When Jesus there- 
fore saw her * weeping, and the Jews also ^weeping who came with her, he 
•groaned in the spirit, and 'was troubled, 34 and said. Where have ye laid 
him? They say unto him, Lord, come and see. 35 Jesus wept. 36 The Jews 
therefore said. Behold how he loved him! 37 But some of them said, Could 
not this man, who opened the eyes of him that was blind, have caused that 
this man also should not die? 38 Jesus therefore again ® groaning in himself 
Cometh to the tomb. Now it was a cave, and a stone lay • against it. 39 Jesus 
saith. Take ye away the stone. Martha, the sister of him that was dead, saitii 
unto him. Lord, by this time ^®the body decay eth; for he hath been decui four 
days. 40 Jesus saith unto her, Said I not unto thee, that, if thou believedst. 
thou shouldest see the glory of Grod? 41 So they took away the stone. Ana 
Jesus lifted up his eyes, and said. Father, I thank thee that thou heardest me. 
42 And I knew that thou hearest me always : but because of the multitude that 
standeth around I said it, that they may believe that thou didst send me. 43 And 
when he had thus spoken, he cried with a loud voice, Lazarus, come forth. 44 He 
that was dead came forth, bound hand and foot with *^ grave-clothes; and his 
face was bound about with a napkin. Jesus saith unto them. Loose him, and 
let him go. 

45 Many therefore of the Jews, who came to Mary and beheld "that which 
he did, believed on him. 46 But some of them went away to the Pharisees, 
and told them the things which Jesus had done.
